THE SEA ISLAND SUFFERERS. 


Miss Clara Barton Makes a Statement About 
Their Condition. 

Charleston, S. C., September 18.—At the re- 
quest of Governor Tillman the central relief 
cumunitiee, in charge of the distribution of 
mohey and supplies for the sufferers on the 
sen isiands by the recent cyclone, met Miss 
Clara Barton and her staff of the Red Cross 
Assucluauol at the Onlarieston hotel today to 
GisCUss and decide “upou me vesl WMeaus of 
Carrying LlurWard Ue work of relief. Gover- 
hor ‘Liuimun was present and took part in 
the couference. Arter a ful discussion of 
the situation the Ked Oross Association was, by 
formal reselution, requested to assume charge 
of tue work, Miss Barton accepted the trust, 

For the preseut and Uiiil the Ked Gross has 
Systematized its work, the local relief com- 
mittees appointed on the different Islands will 
be cuileu upon to co-operate with the Ked 
Cross in the distributiou of relief. Miss Bar- 
ton made the fuvliowing statement to The 
News and Courier after the conference today, 
with the request that it be sent to the As- 
sociated Press: 

“ft think the presentetondition of the Caro- 
lina sea islands bears out all that I have seen 
in print. I should think that the people on 
these islands are seeing perhaps the best 
that they will see for Some mdnths if left to 
themselves. My reason for this opinion ts 
that through the liberality of the people 
they have some supplies on hand today, which, 
without replenishing, will soon be exhausted. 
In addition they have a small quantity of 
foodstuff that was saved from the storm, 
Which really seems pitiful to look at. This, 
too, soon will be consumed. Suffictent time 
has not elapsed to develop the miasmatie con- 
ditions that are certain to follow from the 
vast amount of vegetable matter killed by 
the salt water and which must decay on the 
ground. There are two means ©fvearning a 
living among the inhabitants of these sea 
islands—farming and mining in the phosphate 
fields. The farm interests have beeu aimost 
competely destroyed, and there is nothing 
to be done on the farm till spring. The 
storm swept away the machinery and boats 
of the phosphate miners and it will be six 
months before they can resume work. The 
other sources of revenne are meager and will 
not supply the demands of the thousands in 
need of food and shelter. The sanitary con- 
dition, never the best, is now naturally as 
much worse as could well be imagined. The 
water supply has heeome brackish and the 
destruction of houses has necessitated crowd- 
ing many families into one house. 

“With but little clothing. less food, decay- 
ing vegetntion, stagnant water, exposure to 
the weather, medical assistance miles away, 
few medical supplies. what but sickness can 
be expected, without prompt attention and 
immediate relief? What is there to prevent 
the recurrence of the malfgnant malarial fever 
that history shows has followed the previous 
storms that have visited these islands? Al- 
ready the physicians have their hands full 
and new cases of malarial fever are being 
developed each day. 

Work of the Marine Hospital Service. 

“One bright spot is the superb work of the 
marine hospital service, under Dr. Magruder’s 
control, through the direction of Dr. Wyman. 
As far os this service has reached ft ts di- 
recting the cleaning of wells, the burial of 
carcasses and the drainage of the soil 
wherever practicable. This service is limited 
to methods of sanitation and does not furn- 
ish, in any way, the food and clothing, not 
to speak of the homes, that these destitute 
people require. All of this must be Ieft to 
the generosity of the people at large. 

“There will not be work for these ‘people 
for months. The crops, on which they can 
get advanees through liens, wf! not be planted 
ufitil the spring. On the upper isianila there 
is a considerable area of truck farms, and on 
these the work of_preparation does not begin 
until February. “he work in the phosphate 
mines will be paralyzed for months and there 
is no regulsr work fo which the laborer can 
turn, willing as he may be to work for the 
support of himself and family: The fishing 
boats of the peopie were swept out to sea; their 
pewter in the main, drowned, and on many 
slands cows and goats were destroyed. The 
entire sea coast belt of islands, extending 
south from James island to Hilton Head {1s- 
land, with 30,000 people, has been devastated. 
Crops were ruined, houses swept away, cloth- 
ing destroyed, sickness is breeding and per- 
haps half of these poor people will be depen- 
dent upon public charity for support, if they 
are not already so. ‘There is a severe winter 
season ahead. 

“The men, so far as I have been able to 
see and hear. are willing to work where there 
is anything to do, but there fs little*@ any- 
thing, an there will be less when winter 
comes .”’ 

“If they leave the islands their families— 
at ig large ones—will be left behind en- 
irely destitute and helpless. The appeals for 
help have been generously responded to up 
to thik time, and have doubtless saved many 
lives. The fund has been almost entirely

Months and months of bread will have to 
be supplied.

‘The 
Red Cross comes to the scene by the united 
request of Senator Butler and Governor Till 
man, and, aftéf eXamining the situation, and 
recognizing the necessity for some central 
direction of the work of relief, and at the solici- 
tation of all parties, has agreed to remain in 
the field and take hold of the work. The 
generous heart of the people of the United 
States has always been equal to meet oc- 
easions of this kind when brought to its 
knowledge, and it is to give them this in- 
formation tbat this plaif statement of facts 
is made.”’ | 
Governor Tillman’s Statement. 

Governor Tillman requested the Associated 
Press agent to send the following official 
statement for him to the people of the United 
States. 

“After a conference with the two central 
relief committees at Beaufort and Charleston, 
and as full personal investigation of all the 
sea islands affected by the storm and tidal 
wave of the 27th of August as was possible, 
the announcement is made to the world at 
large and to the people interested that full 
direction and control of the relief work Jias 
been placed in charge of the Red Cross Asso- 
ciation, of which Mise Clara Barton is presi- 
dent. The headquarters of the Red Cross 
will be at Benufort, 8. C., and from this 
time on all contributions of whatever nature 
or kind, I would request, should be addressed 
to the Red Cross Association, either at that 
place or at Ubarleston, 8S. C. No one else is 
authorized to receive any contributions. 

The two central companies will co-operate 
with and advise the Red Cross in the con- 
duct of the work, and the local relief or dis- 
tributing committees will continue fo act as 
such until the assoctation shall have perferct- 
ed its own organization and announce its 
ability to carry on the work through its own 
agenis. After which any. supplies or money 
remaining on hand contributed for the pur- 
poses of relicf will be transferred to the 
agents of the Ked Cross, upon the order of 
Miss Barton. I take this opportunity to re- 
turu my thanks to those who have responded 
so nobly to- the call for heln. 

“There bas been no exaggeration of the 
magnitude of the disaster and the need of 
systematic, expertenced laborers in this fleld, 
together with confidence in the Red Cross as 
the best agent to relieve the suffering and 
restore those desolated islands is the reason 
why its ald has been invoked and the work 
given into its hands. Let me close by eayins 
to the charitable everywhere, that the wor 
bas just begun; that the means already con- 
tributed are altogether inadequate to carry 
these destitute Cen for any considerable 
length of time. It will be April before they 
can grow anything tpon which to subsist.”’

Surgeon Murray Reported a Death but 
Withheld the Victim's Name, 


FOUR NEW CASES AT BRUNSWICK 


Johnson, the Tailor, Is Very Ill, and 
Not Expected to Live. 


THE WEATHER HOT AND UNFAVORABLE 


Every Part of the City Is Infected=The 
Board of Health Explains Why It 
Tries to Suppress Names. 


Brunswick, -.«., September 18.—(Special.) 
Four new cases of fever developed today 
making the total under treatment nineteen. 

The Cox child has been discharged. Only 
one case is now serious and that is John- 
son, the tailor. 

Dr. Faget visited all the cases today 
and pronounces the other eighteen ‘Cases 
mtd and likely to recover with good nurs- 
ing and proper treatment. 

The board of health met in executive ses- 
sion today, but admitted The Constitu- 
tion’s correspondent. The sessions are not 
secret, but are merely executive to keep 
out the crowds. Jepresentatives of the 
press are admitted but ordered not to pub- 
lish the names of patients for fear of un- 
necessarily alarming relatives and patients 
now not dangerously ill. The board pass- 
ed a resolution calling the attention of all 
physicians to the fact that they must re- 
port promptly at noon daily all cases of 
fever under treatment, under penalty of 
$25 fine for non-compliance. Grave appre- 
hension is aroused from the fact that the 
disease has spread to all quarters of the 
city and no spot is uninfected. 

Surgeons Murray and DeSaussure arrived 
today and ‘tonight members of the board of 
health and Surgeons Faget, Geddings, De- 
Saussure and Murray met in consultation. 
It was decided to put men on horseback 
tomorrow morning and set them taking 
a census of the city and al) after that who 
desire to leave can go through Camp Hwt- 
ton. No one will be allowed to stop at 
Camp Huttpn over ten days and must then 
continue on to their destination. Surgeon 
Geddings reported that he had thrown a 
cordon of armed men around the city and 
that no one will be allowed to leave town 
without going through the camp. 

One Death. 

Surgeon Murray reported one death but 
no one could tell who it was and a canvass 
after night failed to disclose it. The Con- 
stitution’s correspondent appeared before 
the meeting gnd requested the names of 
the patients a was refused. He called 
the attention of the board to the fact that 
some one had given the names out yester- 
day, and this announcement created con- 
siderable discussion. It was determined 
by the board to investigate and discover 
which member had divulged the names. 
The correspondent then announced that he 
would canvass the town for sickness and 
report the names unoflicially and was shut 
off by a member of the board who stated 
that the correspondent would be dealt with 
if such was done. Regret was expressed 
that any one should have previously given 
any information. 

Surgeon Geddings instructed Sheriff Ber- 
rie to throw an armed cordon around the 
city today and this afternoon many who 
were leaving by the public roads were turn- 
ed back. The impression seems to exist 
that Camp Hutton is a refugee camp but 
it is orniy for detention. ‘Move on,” is 
the order after ten days expire. Only one 
out of twelve prisoners at ‘the jail desired 
to leave the city and he has been sent to 
the convict camp 

Camp Hutton will open tomorrow morning 
and everybody will have to go through 
there. Only workmen are there now, and 
it will take ten days to complete it. Sur- 
geon Geddings will have charge and says 
it will accomodate 1,000 at a time. A({l 
the poor who cannot pay for prescriptions 
will have them filled free by the relief com- 
mittee at Druggist Jaeger’s. 

The Relief Fand. 

The Savannah Benevolent “Association 
wired a $500 contribution today. The 
Acme Brewing Company wired $100 to 
Agent Tobias Newman today. The Mer- 
chants’ and Traders’ bank and the Bruns- 
wick Saving and Trust Company have mov- 
ed to St. Simon’s. Cashier Lane, of the 
Merchants and Traders’ left for Atlanta. 
but will remain in constant communication 
with Acting Cashier Smith, and the clerks 
will continue without interruption. State 
Treasurer Robert Hardeman granted him 
authority to move. At a meeting tonight 
it was decided that no outside physicians 
are needed yet and no volunteer nurses are 
needed. Surgeon Murray has four nurses 
en route and will get more if necessary. 
Three skilled nurses are here. The trains 
this afternoon carried a large crowd away. 
J. W. Coneliy has assumed control of the 
Smith Drug Company by request of the 
absent proprietors. 

Tdo hundred and fifty tents were erected 
at the camps and mattresses for 1,500 per- 
sons were placed in them. The sanitary 
arrangements are good. The beds are 
raised eight inches from the ground on plat- 
forms. Two disinfecting apparatuses were 
received at the camp today, one for mails 
and one for clothing and other personal ef- 
fects. Provisions and a‘l necessary supplies 
are on hand, so that the work of detention 
of suspects is already efficiently begun. 

A Hot and Muggy Day. 

Johnson, the tailor, is expected to die. 
The weather today was hot and muggy, a 
condition favorable to the spread of fever. 
Most of those who are able to leave have 
already gone and 'those remaining are prin- 
cipally of the poorer classes who cannot 
get away if they would. It is estimated 
that there remain about 5,000 in the city 
and of these the greater number are with- 
out means of a livelihood. Camp Haines, 
near Waycross, was opened today by Sur- 
geon Murray, the expert from Dry Tortu-

Declared Against Vessels from New York. 
The Cholera Report. 


Lisbon, September 18.—The health au- 
thorities have raised the quarantine against 
vessels arriving from the port of New 
York, which had been established in con- 
sequence of the reports of the appearance 
of cholera in Jersey City. The decree de- 
clares that both New York and Jersey 
City are free form cholera.

STILL BOMBARDING RIO DE JANEIRO. 


The Shells Did Considerable Damage—The 
Situation Unchanged. 

Paris, September 18.—The Brazilian lega- 
tion in this city announees that it has re- 
ceived a dispatch stating that the insurgent 
fleet started to bombard Rio de Janeiro at hoon 
today and did considerable damage. The dis- 
patch further states that the situation at 
the Brazilian capital had not changed. 

British Warships at Rio. 

London, September 18.—The situation at 
Nio de Janeiro came up in the house of com- 
mons today. In responding to questions ask- 
ed on the subject, Sir Edward Gray, parila- 
mentary secretary of foreign offices, said that 
the British warships Sirus and Beagle are now 
at. Kio protecting the life aud property of 
British subjects. The warships Fus, France, 
German, Italy and Portugal were also on 
the spot. He added that brief communica- 
tions had been received from Mr. Wyndham, 
the British minister to Brazil. These com- 
munications stated that trade was paralyzed 
and that it was impossible for vessels in 
the harbor to unload, owing to the scarcity 
of laborers and lighters. Sir Edward further 
said that on Saturday the commanders of 
the Neutrad. warships endeavored to prevent 
the bombarument by the fleet of the revolu- 
tionists.

MINERS STRIKE IN FRANCE. 


Over Forty Thousand Men Quit Work—Pre- 
cautions Against Riot. 


Paris, September 18.—It having been found 
impossible to satisfactorily adjust the troubles 
between the coal miners and the mine own- 
ers in the department of Pas de Calais, work 
in the collieries stopped today. The exact 
number of men who quit work is not at 
present known, but it is large. The strike, 
if long extended, is certain to cause consider- 
able embarrassment to the manufacturing in- 
dustries of the department and elsewhere. 
The trouble is due to questions concerning 
wages and the treatment of men by the over- 
seets. The mine owners refused to listen to 
the complaints from the men and the strike 
is the result. The strike has began to spread 
already to several other districts. This after- 
noon 42.000 miners in the porth of France 
had quit work... Although there has been 
no disorder there are many precautions 
acainst riot by the military in the districts 
affected by the strike. 


ATTEMPT ON THE EMPEROR'S LIFE. 


Rails Removed from the Track Over Which 
Francis Joseph Was Riding. 

Budapesth, September 18.—-The Magyar Hur- 
lap today publishes a doubtful rumor that a 
number of Roumanian conspirators attempted 
to wreck the train in which Emperor Francis 
Joseph was traveling to Guens. The scene of 
the alleged attempt was nea Borrosbea, in 
Hungary. The conspirators, the paper says, 
removed a part of the track, but fortunately 
that was discovered in time to prevent what 
might have proved a fatal accident, The track 
was repaired some time before the imperial 
train was due and a patrolling guard was de- 
tailed to prevent any further attempts of the

[AFTER A CENTURY. 


Imposing Celebration of the Laying of 
the Corner Stone, 
WASHINGTON PRESIDED IN 1793 


As Master Mason His Hand Held 
the Trowel Then. 


MR. CLEVELAND SPOKE YESTERDAY. 


He Believes That the Country’s Public 
Servants Will Do Their Duty—A 
Memorable Occasion. 


Washington, September 18.—The weather 
could not have been much more pleasant 
than. that which favored the celebration to- 
day of the centennial of the laying of the 
cornerstone of the national capitol. The 
day was ushered by the ringing of centen- 
nial chimes. Following as closely as pos- 
sible the programme of original ceremonies 
the procession was chiefly confined to civie 
bodies under the marshalship of General 
Ordway, commanding the district National 
Guard. It started shortly before 1 o'clock 
in four divisions in front of the white house 
which faces “President’s square,” as La- 
Fayette Place was cajled one hundred 
years ago, from which point, according to 
history,, the procession marched ‘two 
abreast in-the greatest solemn dignity, with 
music playing, drums beating, colors fily- 
ing and spectators rejoicing.” 

The modern procession did not march 
two “and two” or its tail end would not 
have reached its destination before the 
shades of night had fallen, but it moved 
briskly along ‘the broad Pennsylvania av- 
enue to the capitol, the civic organizations 
four in abreast and the military in columns 
of companies with a brave display of civie 
insignia, much music and the plaudits of a 
mighty concourse of spectators. 

The organization included jn the first 
divsion, Odd Fellows, Old \nhabitants, 
Knights of Pythias, Elks and Noble Red 
Men. 

The second division comprised the Society 
of the Cincinnati, the Grand Army of the 
Republic and Mexican veterans and the 
Sons of the American Revolution, in which 
organization are included many of the 
most honored names in public life and 
which, ts“hn organization, npde its debut 
today. 

The third division was military and com- 
prised the district National Guard, some 
regulars and visiting militia from Virginia. 

The fourth division was composed of 
veteran firemen and visiting firemen, in- 
cluding veterans from Brooklyn, New York, 
Virginia and Maryland. 

The President at the Head. 

At the head of the procession,immediately 
following Grand Marshal Ordway and his 
well mounted staff, rode the president of 
the United States and his cabinet officers, 
The president rode in an open barouche at- 
teucdied by Hon. Bariah Wilkins, chairman of 
the receptivn comunittee, aad escorted by a 
syuadrun of Lnited States cavalry, which 
made a gifttering, clattering show in their 
showy full dress uniforms, helmets and 
Waving plumes. 

In the carriage following the president 
came the orator of the day, Hoa. Wil- 
liam Wirt sHenry, of Virginia, a 
grandson of Patrick Henry, attended by 
Lawrence Gardner, chairman of the gen- 
eral committee. Hach cabinet officer was 
attenJded by two members of the committee 
on arrangements. 

After the cabinet officers came Bishop 
Paret, of Marylaud, chaplain for the day, 
in his episcopal robes. ‘Then came As- 
sociate Justices Brown and I*ield, represeut- 
ing the United States supreme court, 
and after them the joint committee of con- 
gress, the commissioners of the district, 
the society of Ciucinnati. and the general 
committees. 

The procession occupied a little over 
an hour in pussing a given point. ‘The 
regulars and district militia were in such 
force that they gave quite a military as- 
pect to this civie parade. No serious acci- 
dent marred the day and, though the sun's 
rays grew very warm before the procession 
ended, the short distunce traversed prevent- 
ed any suffering from the heat. 

The Passing of the Procession. 

At exactly 2 o’clock the head of the 
column appeared at the top of Capitol hill 
on the east front. The president’s carriage 
and those occupied by the other dignita- 
ries were diverted from the ne and passed 
under the portico of the east front. As 
the president stepped upon the platform 
he was greeted with cheers and applause. 
‘ihe free space in front of the capitol al- 
most over to the library buildiug Was 
filled with people. 

The decorations of the capitol were ar- 
tistic, but’ in no way. gauuy. The chief 
attraction was the central portion of the 
stand erected immediately in front of the 
main entrance, where sat the president and 
vice president, members of the cabinet, 
speaker of the house, representatives of 
the«supreme court of the United States, 
members of the diplomatic corps and other 
distinguished citizens. Among the latter 
were a number of members of 
tie Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion, at the head of which was 
the Hon. Horace Porter, who 
was the private secretary to President 
Grant. To the left of this was the stand 
provided for the members of congress and 
their friends, each member being limited 
to ope ticket. On the right of the presi- 
dent sat the great chorus composed of 1,500 
voices, which took a very important part 
in the ceremonies. 

Promptly at 2 o'clock the senate and 
the house of representatives filed in from 
the rotunda to the platform. At 2:6 o'clock 
the exercises began. The programme was 
not followed literally. The Marine band 
failed to appear and the overture from 
Tannhauser was the first omission, the 
ceremonies opening with a recitation of 
prayer from the Episcopal prayer book 
and ‘one especially prepared for the occa- 
sion by the bishop of Maryland, Rt. Rev. 
William Parel. The next item on the 
programme, the “Te Deuwm,” by the grand 
choegus, was ‘the second: omission. The 
introduction by Lawrence Gardner, chair- 
man of the centennial committee. came 
in due order, but his voice lacked the qual- 
ity of penetration and his remarks reached 
the eare of none but those in his immediate 
proximity. 

The president squared himself up to the 
task and sent out his sentences in clear, 
vigorous, far-reaching tones.. 

President Cleveland's Speech. 

While I accept with much satisfaction the 
part assigned to me’on this oceasion. I can- 
not escape the sober reflections which these 
ceremonies suggest. Those who suppose that 
we are simply engaged in commemorating the 
beginning of a magnificent structure, devoted 
to important public uses, have overlooked the 
most useful and! improving lesson of the bour. 
We do, indeed, celebrate the laying of a 
corner stone, from which has sprung the «plen- 
did edifice whose grand proportions arouse 
the pride of every American citizen: brt our 
celebration is chiefly valuable and significant 
because this edifice was designed and planned 
by great and good men as a place where the 
principles of a free representative government 
should be developed in patriotic legisiation for 
the benefit of a free people. If representa- 
tives who here assemble to make laws for 


et the duty of | 


| 
of sectional and selfish interests, the time 


when @#he corner stone of our capitol was laid 
and the circumstances surrounding it will not 
be worth commemorating. 

The sentiment and the traditions connected 
with this structure and its uses belong to 
all the people of the land. They are most 
valuable as reminders of patriotism in the 
discharge of public duty and steadfastness in 
many & struggie for the public good. They 
alxo furnish a standard by, which our people 
muy measure the couduct ébt those chosen to 
serve them. The inexorable application of 
this standard will always supply proof that 
our countrymen realize the value of the free 
institutions which were designed and built 
by those who laid the corner st6ne of their 
capitol and that ther apprecjate the necessity 
of constant and jealous watchfulness as a 
condition indispensable to the preservation 
of those institutions in their purity and in- 
tegrity. 

I believe our fellow citizens have no greater 
nor better cause for rejoicing on this centen- 
nial than ig found in the assurance that their 
public servants who assemDfe in these halls 
will watch and guard the sentiment and tra- 
ditions that gather around this celebration, 
and that in the days to come those who shal! 
again commemorate the laying of the corner 
stone of their nation’s capitol will find in the 
recital of our performance of public duty no 
less reason for entbusiasm and congratulations 
than we find in recalling the wisdom and 
virtue of those who huve preceded us. 

1 wo Good Southern Airs, 

The interruptions by applause were few 
aud were not long kept up, but occasionally 
the notes of “Dixie,’ “My Maryland” and 
“Rally Round the Flag’ came over on the 
air aS an accompanyment not much out of 
place. 

After the president had taken his seat 
thére was a round of applause and then 
the grand chorus put in its first work with 
an excellent rendition of “The Star-Span- 
gled Banner.” This was the only part of 
the celebration which seemed to have much 
attraction for the three representatives of 
Chiga and the two representatives of Korea, 
who were in their official uniforms. 

When the last notes of “The Star-Span- 
gled Banner” had fidated away, President 
Cleveland, in a few well chosen remarks, 
introduced the orator of the day, William 
Wirt Henry, and the oration was begun. 

The voice of the speaker was weak and 
low, and his words were inandible beyond 
a circle of ten or twelve feet. Meantime 
the multitude became very dense, as the 
crowds which had been watching the pro- 
cession added their numbers to those who 
had already filled up the past space in 
front. Some women fainted and sume had 
to he taken off in the police patrol wagon, 
but for an hour or more during which Mr. 
ldenry stood upon the platform, and went 
through the apparently dumb show of 
reading his address the greatest ratience 
and best good humor were manifested by 
the crowd. 

At the close of the oration of fr. Hen- 
ry, the Marine band, which had by this 
time gotten in place upon the «tand,togeth- 
er with the chorus rendered the m:gnifi- 
cent Te Deum in FE flat by Dudley Buck. 

Vice President Stevenson Speaks. 

The next speaker was Vice President Ste- 
venson, who was introduced in a brief but 
appropiate speech by «resident Cleveland. 
The vice president’s voice rose above the 
crowd and he was heard perhaps better 
than any of the speakers who had preceded 
him. His brief speech was punctuated fre- 
quently by the applause of the :..-vd, who 
engored it because they could hear it. 

n introducing Speaker Crisp. ef the 
house of representatives, the president paid 

a brief tribute to that branek of the iezis- 
lative body and said if the rights ef the 
people were neglected in the house it would 
no be the faultof the distinguished speak- 
er whom he introduced. 

The shadows: of the great building were 
falling well toward the east when Presi- 
dent Cleveland presented Associate Jur-tice 
Brown, who represented the supreme ccurt 
of the United States in tne «ceremonies. 
Justice Brown has a deep, melodious vicce 
and easily made himsif eard. 

As the hour was g-o'7:1¢ inte Commis- 
sioner Parker, representiag the hoard of 
commissioners of the District of Columbia, 
immediately followed Justice Fiown. 

Following Mr. Parker's speech the Ma- 
rine bam] layed “America” and the crowd 
dispersed, Mr. Cleveland receiving a round 
of cheers as he entered his carriage.

SIX KILLED. 


The Explosion of a Saw Mill Boller Does 
Great Havoc. 

Canton, N. C€., September 18.—(Spe- 
cia}.)—The most horrible accident known 
in this locality in many years occurred 
near Wheather station on the Murphy 
branch today. Six men were inetantly killed 
by the explosion of a boiler in L. J. 
Kerby’s hardwood sawmill. The explosion 
occurred about 11 o’clock and completely 
wrecked the whole mill. Not a piece of the 
boiler was left near the foundation. The 
saws were broken and the carriage was 
torn up. 

The names of those killed are Richard 
Nichols, James Kelly. Ben McMahan, Gates 
MeMahan, Jesse Gunter and Henry Smith, 
colored. Nichols was manager and livel 
in Asheville. The others were laborers ex- 
cepts Gunter, who was a farmer living in 
Swain county. The bodies of all were 
blown to pieces and some of the fragments 
were hurled far from where they stood. 
The mill was being operated for the French 
Broad Lumber Company, of Asheville, of 
which firm Nichols was a member. The 
amount of the loss cannot be learned. There 
was no insurance. This is the greatest loss 
of life in any accident in this section of 
North Carolina since ten years ago, when 
twety-six men were drowned at a corivict 
camp near the scene of the present unfor- 
tunate occurrence. 


SHOT BY AN ASSASSIN. 


James Railey Shot Down at the Railroad De- 
pot at Hot Springs, 


Little Rock, Ark., September 18.—A tele- 
phone message received late tonight by the 
Associated Press from Hot Springs, Ark., 
says that J. Rh. Railey, ticket agent of the 
Hot Springs railway, was shot through his 
office window at 9:50 o'clock this evening. 
The bullet entered his left breast, passing 
through his body, and he is probably mortally 
wounded. Ex-Mayor Johu Loughran, of Hot 
Snrings. hos been arrested and committed to 
jail without bail by Judge Kirk, charged with 
having fired the shot. Loughran claims that 
he was at home in bed at the tinie the shot 
was fired. No particulars are obtainable to- 
night. 

Loughran’s term as mayor recently expired 
and an investigation of his account with the 
eity disclosed a shortage of several thousand 
dollars. Two other ex-city officials were 
involved in the shortage and the new admin- 
istration has brought suit against the ex- 
officials to recover the amount short.

Danville, Va., September 18,—(Special.)-—A 


mob that would have lynched Charles Allen, 
a negro man, in the city of Danville has been 
temporarily, at least, defeated. Saturday 
night Allen attempted to assault a white lady 
in the town of North Danville. Her screams 
brought help before .the man accomplished 
his purpose and he was arrested and taken to 
the jail in Danville. About 2 o'clock yester- 
day morning a crowd gathered in the street 
near the jail and it was apparent to the offi- 
cials that an effort would be made to take the 
man from the prison and lynch him, Ser-. 
geant P. H. Boisseau confined himself on the 
inside of the prison, supported by his depu- 
ties, the mayor and police. A little after 2 
o’clock the military companies were ordered 
to assemble at their armories and at 3:30 
o’clock went at double quick to the jail, where 
guards were stationed, and also around the 
courthouse, 

The military on the way to the prison were 
jeered by a crowd of men and boys on the 
main street, but the soldiers stood it well. 
As soon as they were drawn in Hine each 
member of the two companies-was given six 
rounds of ammunition. Yesterday and last 
night the military were Kept: on duty, but 
there was nothing for them to do but tramp 
the beats. All day crowds of people were on 
the opposite side of the street from the court- 
house and jail. In the crowd were a number? 
of small boys who now and then engaged iu 
a battle, to the delight of the older folks. 

Surrounded by a Howling Mob. 

Last night about 11 o’clock a howling mob 
came over from North Danville, went up toe 
the military, who had been formed in line 
across the streef, and demanded of them the 
negro. The infantry charged bayonets 
but the crowd held its ground. They mayor 
and commonwealth’s attorney ordered the 
mob to disperse. Some person jumped to the 
bell rope in the courthouse, rung an alarm and 


the people who had been to bed got up and. 


rushed down town, soon blocking up the 
streets. Many of them believed to have 
been a firm alarm. They were ordred to 
leave under penalty of being arrested. The 
military and officers finally succeeded in beat- 
ing back the mob. Nearly the entire pepula- 
tion was on the streets during the night ex- 
pecting a renewal attack, which did not 
come.

Under the present old charter Macon has 
no commissions, but the new charter 
proposes givug it three commissions, to-wit:

will be paid an annual salary of $1,000 per 

anpum, and the two other members of the 
commission will be paid $500 per annum 
each. The chairmanship of the commis- 
sion Of public works will be an important 
position, as the chairman and the commis- 
sion will have charge of_all contracts for 


‘+public improvements, ete. The chairman 


and each of the members of the police com- 
mission will be paid $200 per annum, and 
the chairman and ench of the members of 
the fire commission will be paid $100 per 
annum. 

The Veto Power. 


The new charter will also give the mayor 
the veto power, something he does not enjoy 
under the old charter. He now presides 
over the meetings of the board of aldermen, 
but under the new charter he will be re- 
lieved of this duty. f 

The mayor is also given other powers 
under the new charter. In the event of 
the death or resignation of any member of 
the three above named commissions, the 
mayor will have to nominate a man to fill 
the vacancy, the nomination to be confirmed 
by the conncil. 

The mayor will also appoint three regis- 
trars from each of the four wards of the 
city to superintend the registration for mu- 
nicipal elections.

Justice and 
equity would seem to demnad that the 
Central railroad should, as the maker of 
the bonds, be sold first and if enough 
money is not realized from the sale to 
pay the tripartite bonds, then the South- 
western, as endorser, should be sold. 

But even if the Southwestern is required 
to pay a third of the $5,000,000 of tripar- 
tite bonds the road would not be badly 
crippled and, as a separate organization,could 

made a paying concern. The South- 
western owns splendid terminal facilities 
at Macon, plenty of land on which to erect 
shops.and owns a ‘third interest in the 
handsome union passenger depot in this city.

A Romored Attempt to Revolationize 
Southern Freights, 


WHAT WILL WESTERN ROADS DOP 


They May Try to Pit Chicago Against New 
York—Other Railroad News and 
Gossip Caught Hereand There. 


_ There is every indication for a revolution 
in the matter of freights in the near fu- 
ture among the western railroads leading 
southward, and a prominent railroad offi- 
cial of the city gave it as his opinion yester- 
day that while it may take a year or two 
to bring about the change there will cer- 
tainly be a successful competition between 
the eastern and western roads in the near 
future causing much of the commercial 
business of the southern cities to be saift- 
ed from the east to the west. 

‘Take for instance, the roads leading out 
of Atlanta to the west,” said he. “They 
have lost a great deal within the past few 
years from the decrease of freights on hay 
aml corn and the like from the west. I am 
told that the Western and Atlantic for the 
years 1889 and 1890 and 1891 hauled more 
than 8,000 carloads of hay each season 
from the west to the south. I am told that 
this has decreased to about 3,000 carloads 
within the past two years and that the in- 
dication is that it will continue to decrease 
until there is little or no hay or wheat or 
corn brought to this country from the west. 

“The reason is because the farmers of 
Georgia have been raising their own corn 
and hay and wheat and have needed none 
of the western produce. 

“Whatever the cause may be the short- 
age speaks for itself, and it is going to 
bring up a very serious question for the 
railroad people to decide. If their freights 
have fallen off in this way, what are they 
going to do? They will have to open war 
upon the eastern roads in the matter of 
freights and will have to give rates on dry 
goods and the like from Chicago such as 
will tempt the merchants of Atlanta and the 
other southern cities to do their business 
with Chicago instead of New York, and 
will give them all the advantages in the 
change so as to secure the freight traflic 
necessary for their support. 

“In other words, iP there is no more 
wheat and grain to be hauled from the west 
to Atlanta, Western roads must do some- 
thing to secure the dry goods traffic of the 
city and other cities in this section of coun- 
try. 

“IT am of the opinion that something like 
this is going to be the next great sensation 
among the railroads of this section of the 
south. believe that there is a great 
freight rate war brewing between the roads 
of the south leading west and those leading 
east. I know that many of the railroad 
officials of the western roads are talking the 
matter over in a very serious way, and ] 
know furthermore, that the merchants of 
Chicago will lend their hearty co-operation 
to the scheme whenever the roads are will- 
ing to cut their freight rates to such a de- 
gree as will warrant the change of trade 
from east to west. The merchants of the 
city of Chicago had some such point as 
this in view when they were striving to get 
the world’s fair in that city. They wanted 

“to get the south and west introduced to 
each other through the avenues of trade, 
and you would be surprised to know how 
many merchants of the south while visit- 
ing the world’s fair have laid in their stocks 
of trade for the season this year even with 
freights as they are at present.’ 

Changes in Baggage Rules. 

Notice has been given that the following 
rule was recommended at the last meeting 
of the Soythern Passenger Association for 
adoption by the association: 

Rule 28. Personal baggage (weering apparel) 
to the amount of not over 150 pounds, may be 


checked free for each passenger holding a

Members of this association are prohibited 
fron checking baggage on tickets issued by 
connecting lines, and will only check baggage 
on their own issue as per above rules. 

Exeept. on the retnfi portion of round trip 
tickets. Taggage may be checked from point 
to which it was sold. back to selling point, 
under restrictions as above. 

Passenger Agents Change Base. 

Mr. W. J. Tavlor, who has been general 
agent for the Atlanta and West Point at 
Montgomery, has been made passenger 
agent of the same road at that place; which 
ofice he will fill in connection with his du- 
ties of the general agent’s place. 

The transfer of Mr. R. D. Hudson to 
Columbus, Ga., as traveling freight and pas- 
senger agent for the same road, is the 
canse of this appointment. 

Mr. Hudson takes the piace of Mr. L. 
A. Camp, who resigned. 

East Tennessee Sleepers. 

Owing to the outbreak of vellow fever 
at Brunswick again the East Tennessee has 
taken off its sleeping car service from 
Chattanooga to Brunswick below Atlanta. 
This does not break the,sleeping car ser- 
vice from Atlanta to Chattanooga, which 
continues on the same old schedule of 
trains. : 

This arrangement has no effect either on 
the schedule of special limited trains and 
other cars to Chicago over the Kast. Tennes- 
see. It is simply a step that was made nec- 
essary on account of the spread of fever 
again in the city of Brunswick and the con- 
sequent fright in the southern part of the 
state. 

The sleepers will be replaced on the line 
as soon as the fever is stamped out and the 
travel from southern points is renewed. 


To Prevent Demoralization.

The Atlanta Postmastership. 

The gratifying report comes from 
Washington that the president is about 
to take up the Atlanta postmastership. 

It is to be hoped that the report is 
well founded. The Constitution, without 
urging the claims of any man for the 
position voices the sentiment of the citi- 
zens of Athinta when it demands the ap- 
pointment of a competent democrat with- 
out further delay. Our people strongly 
object to the policy of permitting re- 
publican officials to hold over indefinite 
ly after the expiration of their official 
terms of four years. 

We cannot expect to get a democratie 
administration in satisfactory working 
order so long as Mr. Harrison’s ap- 
pointees remain in office many months 
after they have served the full limit of 
their regular terms. 

Without considering the respective 
merits of any of the candidates in the 
race for the postmastership, we trust 
that the matter will be decided at the 
earliest possible day. ‘The retention of 
republican placeholders under the new 
administration cannot be justified from 
a sentimental, busimess or political point 
of view. Itis all wrong. The people 
want the decks cleared, and they will 
not be satisfied until they see democrats 
filling all the public offices. 


A Lesson of the Panic. 

The goldbug organs seem to get more 
and more muddled as the days go by. 
The most active among these, and, as we 
have believed hitherto, the most philo- 
sophical, is The New York Evening Post, 
but that newspaper has worshiped at 
the shrine of the gohd standard so long, 
and with such an abject prostration of 
its reasoning faculties, that it can now 
only shake its head and mumble. 

In its latest essay on matters and 
things in general, The Post says that 
the vital factor in the panic of 1895 is 
“unsound currency.” To this declara- 
tion it adds the following: 

Currency inflation under the 1890 act has 
undoubtedly contributed in a measure to this 
year’s distresses—a fact more quickly recog- 
nized by European critics than by our own. 
The $50,000,000 treasury notes issued annually 
to purchase silver bullion were as clearly 
fiat money as the greenbacks of 1865, and 
though their gross amount is less than one 
third the sum of the war-inflation issues, they 
are a continuous and unlimited inflation so 
long as the silver-purchase act remains upon 
our statutes. But fear that the government 
would be forced to suspend gold payments 
was a factor of the utmost gravity. 

[t is such stuff as this that passes eur- 
rent in business circles at the east for 
financial wisdom. When and where 
upon the face of the earth were bankers 
and moneyed men ever caught in the act 
of hoarding an unsound currency? And 
yet this process of hoarding by the banks 
has been the chief—indeed, the only— 
feature of the so-called panic of 1893 
that is worthy of attention. It was be 
gun by the banks, after a preparation of 
more than a year, as may be seen in the 
loan decrease during 1892. Everything 
was fixed and all the arrangements made 
and when the banks finally did close 
down on the money—“upsound curren- 
cy’ and all—they imagined that it would 
be an éasy matter to force the repeal of 
the Sherman law and secure an issue of 
bonds. 

The stringency has had some results 
that the eastern banks did not anticipate. 
In other words, when they started the 
ball down hill, it got away from them. 
But the whole course of the stringency 
can be traced to a conspiracy on the 
part of the banks to hoard money and 
thus enforce their views on congress, the 
treasury and the people. 

What is the first—ihe invariable—the 
inevitable—symptom—of an unsound, an 
inflated, or a fiat currency is a rise in 
prices. There has been no such symptom 
in this country. On the contrary all val- 
ues have contracted, and the course of 
prices has been down, down. When the 
stringency was at its héight, the 
silver dollar, the silver note, and 
all other forms of currency were 
at a premium in the money centers 
where the bank syndicate has its head- 
quarters. Does an unsound currency 
command a premium? 

It is to be noted, however, that the 
currency premium was the result of 
hoarding. The banks did not need a dol- 
lar of money in their transactions with 
each other. They issued millions upon 
millions of clearing house certificates, 
refused to pay the checks of depositors, 
refused to make loans, abolished dis- 
counts, and sold their currency at a pre- 
mium through the convenient medium 
of brokers. , 

We advise The Evening Post and all 
other organs of goldbuggery to stand 
up and face the truth. We advise 
the eastern bank syndicate to prepare 
to face the consequences of its rninous 
conspiracy. It has destroyed the pros- 
perity of millions of people and robbed 
property of its natural value. The pub- 
lic is enlightened. The honest voters of 
the country will not long tolerate a pow- 
er that is so potent and ‘unscrupulous. 
They will submit to direct taxation to 
meet a deficit in the treasury before they 


will eonsent to absolute surrender to a 


scheme to perpetuate the exclusive povw- 
er of the banks. Direct taxation is the 
eopstituiinual method of ~pvov'ding 
against a deficit, and the people will tol- 
erate it, but they will not tolerate an is- 
sue of bonds as the only means of relief.

The Washington Tost treats the ru- 
nor flippantly, and suggests that the 
Senator is making a mistake, as Neal’s 
success would make the Ohio leader a 
leading democratic presidential candi- 
date, while his defeat would impale Sen- 
ator Ifill's political ambition on the other 
horn of the Ohio dilemma. : 

All this impertinent talk is out of 
order. It may suit those who are dis- 
posed to misrepresent Senator Hill and 
impute unworthy motives to him, but 
it will not find favor with thoughtful 
democrats who feel that the duty of the 
hour is to aid Neal in his fight against 
MecKinleyisin. 

We do not know whether Senator Hill 
has been invited to take part in the Ohio 
campaign or not, but it strikes us that 
ho genuine democratic leader should de- 
cline such an invitation without very 
strong reasons for so doing. It is sim- 
ply a matter of democratic duty, and 
the democrat who is ready ‘to respond 
to the eall of his brethren in Ohio de- 
serves commendation rather than un- 
friendly criticism and slurring insinua- 
tions.

In and Around Chicago. 
columns this morning 
will be found the statement that The 
Chicago Tribune has interviewed the 
officials of the state banks in a number 
of cities within a radius of 500 miles 
from Chicago, and their sentiment is 
practically unanimous against the re- 
establishment of the state banking sys- 
tem. 

This has nothing whatever to do with 
the question. We do not care what 
the state bank officials “in a number of 
cities around Chicago have to say 
about the proposed repeal of the 10 per 
cent tax on state bank issues. The ad- 
ministration and the democratic party 
are not hunting up expressions of opin- 
ion on this subject. So far as they 
are concerned the question was settled 
when the national convention assembled 
in Chicago and put a plank in its plat- 
form recommending the repeal of the 
state bank tax. ‘There was a supreme 
test of the sentiment of the party—of a 
majority of the voters of the country. 

We take it for granted that the na- 
tional democratic convention understood 
public sentiment in and around Chicago 
fully as well as The Tribune understands 
it. It met in Chicago. <A Jarge pro- 
portion of its delegates came from that 
city and the western states around it. 
But thse delegates did not protest 
against the state bank plank. On the 
contrary, they gave it their unanimous 
support. and made it the binding law of 
the party—a pledge which the admin- 
istration must redeem, no matter what 
the state bankers “in a number of cities” 
around Chicago may have to say at this 
late day. 

Against the picked and packed local 
sentiment quoted by The Chicago Tri- 
bune, stands the demoeratie platform, 
solemnly expressing the will of a ma- 
jority of the American people. 

Which should control? If is possi- 
ble that a few democrats, here and there, 
will pin their faith to The Chieago Trib- 
une and its firanecial theories,- but we 
take it for granted that the administra- 
tion and the party will follow as their 
guide. and obey as their law, the de- 
rands, the” recommendations and the 
pledges of their platform adopted at 
Chicago and ratified by the election of 
Cleveland and Stevenson.

Tariff “Hearings ”’ 

Since The Constitution touched on the 
somewhat remarkable fact that a demo- 
eratic ways and means committee, in- 
structed by the party to prepare a tariff 
for revenue only, is giving “tariff hear- 
ings” to special interests, a number of 
democratic newspapers have commented 
on the matter. 

But not one of them appears to be 
able to give any explanation. Indeed, 
they seem to regard the “tariff hearings” 
as at onee enrious and absurd. Yet there 
they are. The ways and means commit- 
tee has spread its tent, and has invited 
manufacturers to appear before it with 
their same old tales of woe. The per- 
formatice is as old as the attempt of the 
yoters of the country to reform the tariff. 

What is the meaning of these tariff 
hearings? To what end have the vari- 
ous manufacturers of the country been 
invited to appear before the democratic 
Ways and means committee? We con- 
fess we do not mnderstand it, and. the 
people are altogether in the dark. It 
is to be hoped that no new interpreta- 
tion has been given to the tariff plank 
in the democratic platform since congress 
met. Awhile ago The New York Times 
declared that Mr. Cleveland had kicked 
the tariff plank out of the platform be- 
fore he accepted the nomination, and 
other eastern democrats have declared 
that they would not be bound by “the 
glittering* generalities of a party plat- 
form.” But it is to be hoped that these 
remarks do not hold good with respect 
to the views of the ways and means com- 
mittee. . 

The tariff plank of the platform is 
clear and unmistakable. It declares that 
protection is unconstitutional, and it com- 
mits the party to a tariff for revenue 
only.

The 
fire of Spartac¥s was there and every detail 
was excellently handled. FEugeniq Blair (Mrs. 
Downing) was exquisite as Neodamia. One of 
the most beautify] wom@en of the stage, she 
is at the same time one of the most talented; 
and it may be truly said of her that she grows 
in her art yenr by year. 

Many of the stars of today are content to 
surround therselyes with a supporting com- 
pany of Inferior ¢«aliber, thinking perhaps to 
make their own @gbility stand out the more.

And the Printers’ Union Is Having a Good 
Deal of Discussion Over Jt. 


Between The Journal and the Typo 
Union there is trouble. veneration 

And the trouble may result in a removal 
of the printers’ cases from The Journal com- 
posing rooms and the substitution of, type- 
sevUng machines. 

The trouble between the two elements go 
hecessary to the production of a newspaper 
has been brewing for some time. 

ut the indications are that a conclusion 
will be reached tonight. 

The Journal oftice has long been what is 
known us a union office. In fact, it has been 
the boast of some of the head people about 
that place that nothing but union people were 
employed, and that union prices only were 
paid. All of this told with a peculiarly strong 
emphasis about the time some other papers 
in the city were having trouble with printers 
mused by the fact that machines had been 
substituted for type setters. The Journal 
stuck to the prices which were those adopted 
by the Printers’ Union without murmuring 
until a fow days ago, when the business 
manager announced to the employes that 
there would havé to be a reduction in the 
scale or the, office would put in machines. 

The printers were greatly surprised at the 
declaration, but it did not take them long 
to’ ascertain that Mr, Cabaniss meant just 
what he had said, and that a reduction of 
the scale was absolutely necessary to pre- 
vent machines from coming in. The printers, 
however, could not act for themselves, but 


carried the matter before the union. Since 


then there have been two or three considera- 
tiaz:s of the question, but nothing has been 
Tonight the union will meet again, 
end the question of a reduction will be finahy 


é management machines 
will not be put in the offiee. But if the new 
scale does not suit the management the 
printers’ enses will be turned to the wall, 
and the machines will take their place. 

Mi. Cabaniss, the business manager of The 
Journal, remarked, when asked about the 
matter: 

‘No, we have not decided to put in ma- 
chines. We have discovered, however, that 
we are paying too much for type-setting, and 
have s0 informed the men, at the same time 
asking them to submit a new scale of prices. 
Until that scale is submitted, we cannot say 
what we will do. If it is at all reasonable, 
we will continue the men. but if there is 
no change, or the change dves not sult us, 
we will put in machines.” 

‘Have you suggested a figure that would 
suit you?’ 

“We have suggested nothing. We have 
simply tela the members of the union who 
work for us that the scale was too high, and 
have asked them to give us another scale. 
with a lower figure. We will be willing to 
pay them even more money for our composi- 
tion than the machines could give it to us, 
but there must be some relative comparison, 
I mean by that that the difference in the 
work must not be as great as it now is. 
We have some men up there who have stood 
by us manfully. and we do not want to cause 
them trouble, and are waiting to see what 
they are going tu do.” 

‘Tlave you any idea what they will do?’ 

“Not the slightest in the world. I hope 
they«will see thelr way clear to meet Us in 
the matter.’”’ 

“The Printers’ Union is a secret order, and 
nothing ean be ascertained about the work 


further than that they have not yet decided | 
what to do. It is known that the matter |

An ld and Honored - Citizen Passes 
to His Reward, 


AFTER MORE THAN FOUR SCORE YEARS 


He Came to Atlanta in 1867—Was the 
@ Pioneer of the Shoe Business—In- 
terment at LaGrange Today. 


Atlanta has lost another landmark. 

Mr, Henry Banks, one of the oldest and 
most honored residents of this city, died 
at his home on Peachtree street .yester- 
day afternoon at 3:20 o’elock. 

The end cae peacefully, surrounded by 
several! members of the family who had 
been in attendance about his bedside. 

About three weeks ago Mr. Banks com- 
plained of having a slight cold. ‘It soon 
developed into a more serious difficulty 
and terminate? in facial paralysis. He con- 
tinued to grow worse in spite of the efforts 
of his physicians and it became apparent to 
all that the aged gentleman was passing 
rapidly away. 

The absent members of the family were 
notified of his condition and as soon as 
they could leave their homes they came di- 
rectly in answer to the sorrowful message. 

Early yesterday morning Mr. Banks be- 
gan to sink. His physicians shook their 
heads as they felt his pulse and gave 
out the information as tenderly as they 
could that by no possibility could he live 
through the day. 

Mr, Banks at the time of his death was 
in the eighty-third year of his age and 
had been a resident of Atlanta for twenty- 
seven years. 

He was born in the state of Connecti- 
cut on the Ist of March, 1811. When 
he was about fourteen years of age the fam- 
ily moved to Georgia and settled in the 
town of Madison. ‘They afterwards moved 
to McDonough, Ga., and from there to 
Griffin. Mr. Banks moved to Atlanta on 
the Ist of January, 1867. 

At that time he purchased the lot on 
which his present residence is built and has 
continued to own and occupy it until the 
present day. 

Mr. Banks was one of the pioneer 
merchants of Atlanta to embark in the 
boot and shoe business. He established the 
first house of this kind in the e¢ity, which 


| was opened on Whitehall street uuder the 


firm name of Kddieman & Banks.. Mr. Ed- 
dieman died several years ago. 

Mr. Banks, by reason of his wise policy 
and economic habits, was able to accumu- 
late an excellent estate and died possessed 
of considerable property. 

Five children survive him as follows: 
Mrs. Mary Berryhill, of Marion county, 
meg Mr. Henry Banks, LaGrange, 

- Mr. Jim Banks, Atlanta, Ga.; Mrs. 

‘ Swann, LaGrange, Ga.; and Mrs. 
Pnoch Calloway, LaGrange, Ga. 

As a man of sterling character and worth 
Mr. Banks had no superior. He was 
rigidly honest in all his dealings with men 
and never exacted a cent beyond his dues. 
He demanded the respect of everybody, 
and with equal truth it may be added that 
he never failed to inspire it. He impressed 
every one he met with the granite force 
and strength of his character. 

In the passing away of this excellent and 
worthy man Atlanta loses a good citizen and 
high-toned honorable man. 

Mr. Banks was very fond of sitting on 
hie front veranda and his aged figure was 
familiar to nearly every passer by. For 
hours during the afternoon he would sit 
on the front porch and read his papers 
or engage in some ether occupation. The 
residence which he has oceupiéd ever since 
he has been in Atlanta is situated just be- 
yond the new opera house on Peachtree 
street. 

The remains of Mr. Banks will not be 
interred in Atlanta. As several of the 
members of the family reside at LaGrange, 
it was thought best that the burial should 
oceur there. The remains, therefore, will 
be taken to LaGrange ov thé early morn- 
ing train. 

The sympathy of a large community of 
friends is with the family in their bereave- 


ment.

Something must be done for that 
girl: He called into consultation a state 
official whose home was in the same section 
as that of the girl. This gentleman lstened, 
but he did not wait to hear the letter through. 
“Inst write her she shall have the money,” 
was his abrupt reply. ‘She shall finish her 
education there, a few dollars shall not 
stand in her way.”’ 

“She deserves it all,” was Commissioner 
Bradwell’s comment, “and she will show 
herself worthy. As I said, that is only one 
ease. If the legislature could see the stacks 
of letters which I have from young women 
and young men showing their anxiety for 
normal education, they would agree with me, 
and would establigh a state normal college 
as a permanency.”

OONSTITUTION OFFTOR, 
ATLANTA, September 18. 1893. 
' Captain J. W. English has returned 
from New York. He is fresh from the 
nerve center of the financial world, where 
he observed many things that gave him a 
brighter view of things. 

Captain English is an astute and an ob- 
servant man, and his views on the situation 
will be of interest to southern bankers. 
He is cautious and conservative, but he 
says that the situation is far better than it 
was three weeks ago, and is steadily im- 
proving. 

“I had no occasion to ask the banks for 
money,” said he, “but I found that it was 
much easier to get than it was a few weeks 
ago: indeed, it could searcely be had at all 
‘then. Now the rates are a little higher, but 
the outside banks can get 2s much as they 
‘want. Ten per cent is changed om commer- 
cial paper. A year ago I was in New York 
aud money could be had for 4 per cent. 

“Yes. the situation is constantly im- 
proving. As the cotton begins to come in 
J anticipate that there will be still greater 
improvement. 1 found the feeling much 
better among the bankers, and I found, 
too, that they are watching ihe senate with 
anxious eyes. ‘They are unannnously in 
favor of the repeal of the Shertuan law, 
and it is their opinion that the senate will 
vote as the house has done on that ieas- 
ure. 

“There is a healthy demiad for meney 
now and it is being pretty wel: supptied. 
1 look forward to a beighter era in our 
finuneial history. There wiil be a netiod of 
liquidation, things will sett: down ind the 
country will move on safely ard quietly. 
The signs of returning prug’ess are 19 be 
seen all over the couutvy.

NEW YORK, September :8—Although the trade has 
become accustomed at surprises from foreign markets 
it is many days sinoe it has been treated to such disap- 
pointment as this morning. The weakness of the 
American matket on Saturday afternoon was so mo- 
mentary that it was the general expectation that the 
decline would be without influence upon Liverpool, but 
that,market seems to have been effected by the offer- 
ings of cotton from the south and the prospects of a 
freer movement the coming week rather than by the 
advices from New York. Lancashire spinners took 
10,000 bales today, and evidently sold a portion of their 
holdings of contracts when they purchased this amount 
of cotton, as the weakness in the Liverpool market be- 
gan at the opening and continued to the olose, which 
was 6-644 below Saturday's prices. On the opening 
the market was irregular. ranging from 6@16 points 
decline, pressure being the greatest upon the nearby 
positions, but the execution of large buying orders for 
southern account in the January position inclined the 
market at 8 points decline until it became evident that 
further support from Liverpool had been withdrawn 
and that the movement would more nearly approxi- 
mate last year than any day since the season began. 
Under the liquidation of a liae of cotton held for the 
long account, prices siowly eased, finally breaking to 
8.50 for January, and under increased estimates of the 
interior movement the market has bevome quiet and 
easy at the lowest prices of the day. Information re- 
ceived from the Mississippi valley, Georgia and North 
Carolina point to a large movement of cotton during 
the coming week, accompanied by statements that the 
recent clear, warm weather had benefited the crop and 
opened the croprapidly. It can scarcely be said that 
there is any change in the bullish feeling that has dom- 
inated the market during the last ten days, as most of 
the trade look upon the decline from Saturday’s quo- 
tations as anatural reaction from the recent sharp ad- 
vauce. Reeeipts today at the ports will probably be 
20,000 bales, against 26,000 bales last year, and for to- 
morrow receipts at New Orleans are estimated at 4,000 
bales. Memphis on Saturday and today will receive 
more cotton than for the entire week last year. During 
the afternoon the liquidation started in the morning 
was added to by selling orders from the south, and 
finally closed weak at the lowest point of the day and 
some 26 points under Saturday evening’s price. The 
feature has been the selling for southern account, ac- 
companied by telegrams estimating a sharp increase 
in receipts, and the absence of a short interest to give 
support to prices was marked, and speculators seemed 
more disposed to liquidate the holdings on hand rather 
than add to their previous purchases. Thisdecline has 
been so sharp that it seems scarcely possible it can con- 
tinue and many of more conservative operators look for 
a rally tomorrow both in this market and Liverpool. 
On the other hand, the estimates tomorrow are 20,000 
bales, against 19,000 last vear, and it is feared the offer- 
ings to Liverpool will be very large.

COUNCIL MEETS IN REGULAR SESSION 


And Disposres of Quite an Amount of Work 
After the Marshal Draws ih Enough 
Members to Make a Quorum, 


It was Marshal McCandless, who took 
the big hand in the meeting of the general 
commeil yesterday. 

When Mayor Pro Tem. Shropshire calt- 
ed the body to order there was not a quo- 
rum present and without the quorum, a 
medting could not be held. 

“fv’s funny,” said the mayor pro tem., 
“hat sole people can't attend to their bus 
iness as they should. Is the marshal pres- 


came from the corner Marshal 
MeCandless’s rocking chair occupies—and 
the only rocking chair, too, thaé has ever 
been inside the dity hall. 

“I’m giad to see that some one is here,” 
remarked the mayor pre tem., as the city 
marshal advanced, “and I want you to go 
out on the streets invested with the power 
you have, and bring in the members of the 
council you may encounter. In the mean- 
time, those who are here are requested not 
to leave but to await the coming of those 
who will give us enough to have a quorum.” 

Mr. Northen and Mr. Hill joined in the 
price of a bag of goobers, and sent the 
janitor out for the food. The food came 
before the marshal returned with any of the 
delinquents and the two goober eaters were 
scattering the hulls around the chamber 
and were chewing the food. 

No member of the general council loves 
the goober more than that peat digger Mr. 
Colvin, from the second ward. but just as 
he made a draft on the goober bag, Mar- 
shal McCandless came in with Mr. Har- 
ralson, of the akdermanic board, in his arms. 
As the marshal walked in, the mayor pro 
tem. cut the peanut euting short by asking 
the members to again take their seats and 
answer to roll call. That catl showed a 
full complement of the membership and the 
body was about to get down to work when 
Mr. Northen, his mouth yet full of unchaw- 
ed or unchewn govobers, arose saying: 

“Muay it please your honor, we cau't eat 
goobers and attend to business at the same 
time as au ordinance you presented not long

That 
gave both branches of the body a working 
Majority, and the mayor pro tem. cleverly 
concealing a handful of goobers for future 
munching again, anscended thestand and 
called the body to order.

Just now 
it stands on the books as a law and for 
that reason T shall vote to repeal our for- 
mer action.”

The Streets Are Blocked. 


, Chief Joyner, of the fire department, sent 
in a letter complaining about the blockaded 
condition of Washington, Peachtree. }Pul- 
Nam and other streets. His letter opened 
the eyes of the members as to the great 
inconvenience the tearing up of the street 
gave the fire department.

And aCiroular Issued by President Chase 
on the Matter—Some Business

The recent Atlantic coast storm was one 
of the most disastrous sources of loss that 
has affected the fire insurance companies 
of recent years. The losses were so great 
and so general 'that the result will probably 
be that cyclone insurance will be a thing of 


_the past. 


Since the storm, there has been a great 
deal of speculation as to the amount of loss- 
es. ‘Lime wag required to give a definite 
answer to the many questions on this point. 
The figures by a Chatleston underwriter 
are just out, and were yesterday furnished 
to The Constitution by Mr. Clarence 
Iknowles. The amounts show that the es- 
timates ithat have been made by the in- 
surance men were yery conservative and 


-dthat the losses were pretty general. 


The Phoenix, of Brooklyn, which is rep- 
resented. in the south by Mr. Harry Stock- 
dell, was the biggest loser. It suffered to 
the extent of $60,000, and was followed 
by the Home, of New York, which lost 
$50,000, The Hartford, represented bere 
by Mr. Thomas Eggleston, suffered a loss 
of $2,000. The American, of New York, 
also lost $20,000. The other losses were 
sanaller and were divided as fokows: 

Continental, $15,000; St. Paul, $10,000; 
Glens Falls, $7,500; Williamsburg City, 
$7,000; Connecticut, $12,000; Orient, $10,- 
VOU; Commercial Union, $15,00VU. 

Several of these companies have positive- 
ly announced that they will write no more 
cycone ibsurauce., tie rates are very low. 
it is understouvd tuat Mr. ddarry Stockdell’s 
colInpavy will not write any more of this 
Class ot business. tis company, as have 
all the others writing cyclone insurance 
has received the foilowing arcular, issued 
by President Chase, of the Hartford: 

‘lhe recent heavy losses by cyclones on 
the coast have calied our attention to the 
rates prevaling on this «dass of hazard. 
kor a jong time we have believed the rates 
were too low, and inadequance for the haz- 
urd assumed, 

“The present seems opportune time to 
take actson looking to an advance in rates 
ci this class of business, and we will kindly 
ask if you will give us your views regard- 
iug possible unived action to be taken by 
the companies in the matter of cyclone 
rates in the east and south. . 

‘It has been suggested that the companies 
unitedly indicate to the Southeastern ‘Tar- 
iff Association their wishes in the matter 
with a view to securing immediate and har- 
monious action in the fixing of cyclone 
rates,” 

Mr. Harry Stockdell returned yesterday 
from a business trip to New York. He 
went to adjust the losses of his company 
in the recent tornado.
